Bloomington, Ind., Feb. 2 (A" 
— J ame$ Carton of Rushv ille, an 
escaped conv ict from the state 
penal farm, was arrested here 
today on a warrant charging 
rape. 
He was turned ov er to 
state police. 
The procedure for handling re­ 
captured fugitiv es from the state 
farm is to sentence them to one 
to fiv e y ears for escaping and 
send them to the state prison. 


Carton is really a resident of 
Shelby v ille where he was sen­ 
tenced for criminal assault in 
19 2 8 , according to Lev i Crull, 
chief of police, who stated that 
the man had been imprisoned in 
the state penitentiary and not 
the penal farm as the Blooming­ 
ton dispatch reported. 
The man had been at liberty 
since May of 19 33 when he es­ 
caped prison, the local police 
chief said, and was known to 
hav e been in Rushv ille sev eral 
times during the past few weeks.
